PERSECUTIONS IN SAXONY. 


Tue deputation sent by the London Council 
of the Alliance to Dresden, has just returned 
with news of a favourable reception. Asa 
consequence of the distressed condition of 
the Baptists and other Nonconformists, the 
Alliance was appealed to for help, and as a 
result the deputation was forthwith organised, 
and sent to interview the Cultas Ministerium 
at Dresden, and to plead with him on behalf 
of the persecuted. The deputation was 
received with great courtesy and attention, 
and it is expected that before long important 
measures of relief will be carried out. 

The kingdom of Saxony is but a portion 
of the old Electorate since its division by 
Napoleon. It contains 4,000,000 people. 
From the Reformation till 1697 it was a 
Lutheran nation under a Lutheran duke, but 
in that year Augustus the Strong, Duke and 
Elector, became King of Poland also, and 
on that elevation he. joined the Roman 
Catholic Church. Since that time the two 
churches have been recognised a, State 


Churches. There are now about 100,000 | 


} 


Roman Catholics in the couttry.. There 
was incessant strife between the Roman 
Catholics and the Lutherans till, in 187o, it 
was made penal for any one on either side 
to seek to pervert or convert from the other 
body. Any such act is punishable by a fine 
of £7 108. 

Although this law did not contemplak 
other bodies than the Roman Catholics and 
the Lutherans, it has been in practice applied 
to Norconformist bodies as they have arisen 
in the Saxon kingdom. This constitutional 
law—unconstitutionally apphed—+s the source 
of the troubles affecting our Baptist, 
Methodist, and other friends in Saxony. In 
1871 and 1878 the Minister of Worship gave 
legal existence and statutes to certain con- 
gregations resembling the Methodists in 
doctrine and worship, but not to other bodies, 
so that many congregations remain un- 
recognised and suffer equally with the 
Baptists, not one of whose congregations 
has recognition. There are six Baptist con- 
gregations in Saxony, having a total of eight 
hundred members. 

The following are recent instances of 
trouble under the illegal application of con- _ 
stitutional law or under the police reading

For advertising a meeting in Dresden, a 
fine of £5. For baptising a woman without 


having actually seen her papers of separation 


from the Lutheran Church, a fine of £7 10s. 
In March, 1899, at Chamenitz, parents legally 
separated from the State Church and mem- 
bers of the Baptist body there, were fined 
£5 for taking their own children with them 
to worship. At Sosa, in the present year, 
a fine of £15 for permitting a Lutheran child 
to attend a Sunday-school feast. The 
alternative was twenty-eight days’ imprison- 
ment. In February, 1899, at Zechoppau, six 
fines of £7 tos. each, amounting in all to £45, 
were imposed for joining in singing and 
audible prayer at a meeting; and at this 
very time at Plauen the Methodists are pro- 
hibited from meeting altogether.

already. In the second week of August, the 
ninth Christian Students’ Conference took 
place at Eisenach. These conferences have 
been of a decidedly Christian character. 
They intend to bring the young men of our 
universities to a clear decision for Christ. | 
The task is a difficult one. Our students, 
who have just left the strict discipline of 
school, enjoy the absolute liberty given to 
them in a way in which they hardly get it 
again in after life. It is therefore natural 
that they want to make most of it, and a life 
among sO many comrades always makes it 
hard for one of them to separate himself and 
endure the mockery of the others. But we 
have also made the same experience with 
other people—for instance, soldiers. If one 
out of these more endangered classes gets 
converted, it is generally a very genuine and 
decided change. We have now at most of 
the German universities a small band of 
young men who come out quite clearly for 
Christ. The Eisenach Conference was at- 
tended by 150 students this time, of whom 
one-third were not theologians. Among the 
speakers were such who only recently left 
the university, and are, themselves, proof of 
the blessing of this work. 

The conference of the Lutheran party 
within the national (United) church of the 
old Prussian provinces, commonly called the 
August Conference — because it generally 
meets in that month—took place in the 
beginning of September. It was combined 
this time with the fiftieth anniversary of the | 
Lutheran associations in Prussia. It cannot 
be denied that these associations were a help

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REMARKABLE ANSWERS TO PRAYER.

Ix the previous number of the Evawn- 
GELICAL ALLIANCE QUARTERLY we recog- 
nised to the full that God is accustomed 
to answer prayer, although it may be 
in ways not always observed. We then 
gave a noteworthy instance, supplied by an 
Evangelist, of material help rendered in an 
hour of sore need, to enable him to reach 
the city where he was advertised to conduct 
a mission. We now cull an illustration from 
the Romance of Christian Work, by the Rev.
